ANNUAL  REPORT. 


’’J'HE  Board  of  Management  herewith  present  their  Report  and  the 

Accounts  for  1944. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Braithwaite,  who,  since  1939,  had  been  precluded  from 
taking  any  active  part  in  the  Hospital’s  affairs  by  his  duties  as  Wing 
Commander,  Royal  Air  Force,  in  November  last  tendered  his  resignation 
from  the  Chairmanship,  which  was  accepted  with  regret.  The  Board 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  Mr.  Braithwaite’ s  services 
whilst  he  was  able  to  act  as  Chairman. 

Mr.  Harold  Gabell,  who  for  35  years  had  acted  as  Hon.  Dental 
Surgeon,  resigned  in  December  last,  and  the  Board  desires  to  record 
their  appreciation  of  his  long  service  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  Dr.  Geoffrey 
Bourne  has  accepted  their  invitation  to  act  as  an  Hon.  Consulting 
Physician  to  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  F.  S.  Cooksey  has  been  appointed  Hon.  Consulting  Physio-® 
therapeutist  in  place  of  Dr.  James  Mennell,  whose  resignation  due  to 
ill-health  was  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report. 

Mr.  D.  Bruce  Rae  was,  in  September  last,  elected  to  a  seat  on  the 
Board  of  Management,  and  Mr.  H.  D.  Day  was  elected  a  member  in 
February,  1945.  Both  these  appointments  will  come  up  for  con¬ 
firmation  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  past  year  has  been  most  difficult  for  all  voluntary  hospitals, 
and  until  Parliament  has  dealt  with  the  proposals  for  a  National 
Health  Service  there  can  be  little  hope  of  any  relief  from  these 
difficulties.  The  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  year  shows 
a  deficit  of  £2,113  Os.  5d.  ,  as  compared  with  a  deficit  of  £1 ,198  16s.  5d. 
for  1943.  This  is  due  to  increases  in  practically  all  items  of  running 
costs — salaries,  replacements  of  household  goods,  drugs  and  food,  and 
was  unavoidable  if  the  efficient  service  of  the  Hospital  was  to  be  main¬ 
tained.  The  deficit  can  only  be  met  out  of  increased  revenue,  and  the 
most  practical  way  to  effect  a  substantial  increase  at  the  present  time 
is  for  subscribers  to  enter  into  covenants  for  the  payment  of  their 
subscriptions,  which,  with  little  trouble  and  at  no  cost  to  them¬ 
selves,  will  double  the  value  of  their  subscriptions  to  the  Hospital  by 
enabling  it  to  recover  the  income  tax  paid  by  the  subscriber  thereon. 
Form  of  covenant,  which  expires  at  the  end  of  seven  years,  or  on  the 
earlier  death  of  the  subscriber,  is  enclosed  herewith,  and  all  subscribers 
who  have  not  done  so  are  again  earnestly  asked  to  sign  the  form 
and  return  it  to  the  Secretary.  By  so  doing  they  can  give  real  help 
to  the  Hospital. 
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The  conditions  which  have  caused  the  increase  in  the  annual  deficit 
have  also  operated  to  produce  a  material  rise  in  the  weekly  cost  of  both 
in-  and  out-patients.  If  is  difficult  to  present  a  precise  figure  for  the 
cost  per  head  of  in-patients  during  the  year,  as  the  reservation  of  beds 
for  the- Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  was  increased.  This  reduced  the 
number  of  beds  available  for  civilian  patients,  increasing  the  cost  of  the 
latter  as  overhead  charges  remained  the  same,  and  it  is  appropriate 
therefore  to  allocate  a  portion  of  the  payments  received  from  the 
Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  to  reduce  the  actual  cost  per  bed.  Making 
the  best  estimate  they  can,  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that  the  fair  cost 
of  bed  per  week  for  1944  may  be  put  at  £5  5s.  a  week,  compared  with 
£3  12s.  in  1938,  the  last  pre-war  year. 

The  gross  contributions  to  the  Contributory  Scheme  totalled 
£7,170  7s.  9d.  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  £7,888  3s.  2d.  in  1943, 
and  after  providing  for  the  cost  of  members  of  the  Scheme  admitted  to 
other  hospitals,  for  ambulance  service  and  general  expenses,  the  amount 
received  by  this  hospital  amounted  to  £5,250,  as  against  £6,050  for  1943. 
After  making  allowance  for  the  cost  of  out-patient  treatment,  this 
provided  an  average  weekly  payment  of  £3  towards  the  cost  of  each 
in-patient. 

In  conformity  with  the  course  adopted  by  many  other  contributory 
schemes,  the  Committee  decided  that,  as  from  the  1st  January,  1945, 
the  contribution  rate  should  be  increased  from  3d.  to  4d.  per  week. 


Pending  the  completion  of  the  talks  now  proceeding  between  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  the  representatives  of  the  voluntary  hospitals 
and  of  the  medical  profession,  there  is  nothing  which  can  usefully  be 
said  as  to  the  probable  effect  upon  voluntary  hospitals  of  the  proposals 
for  a  National  Health  Service  to  which  the  President  alluded  at  the 
General  Meeting  last  year.

7d.  ,  the  highest  total  so 
far  received. 
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The  Board  desire  once  again  to  express  their  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  services  of  the  Hon.  Medical  and  Surgical  Staffs  and  their  thanks 
to  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Staff,  and  to  the  Secretary  and  his  Staff  for 
their  loyal  and  efficient  service,  and  they  repeat  what  they  said  last 
year,  that  never  has  the  Hospital  been  better  served. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  assistance  given  by  the 
Ladies'  Association,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  exaggerate  the 
importance  of  the  valuable  work  and  contribution  of  the  Association,, 
for  which  the  Board  are  indeed  grateful. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  also  due  to  the  Clergy  and  Ministers 
of  all  denominations,  the  Ladies'  Working  Party,  to  V.A.D.  nurses  and 
all  others  who,  in  various  ways,  have  rendered  service  to  the  Hospital 
and  patients. 

They  are  pleased  to  report  the  following  results  of  the  State 
Examinations  held  by  the  General  Nursing  Council  of  England  and 
Wales:  Six  nurses  completed  their  training  and  passed  the  Final 
Examination,  and  26  nurses  out  of  27  passed  the  Preliminary 
Examination. 

The  Gold  Medal  for  Merit,  given  by  the  Ladies’  Association  and 
presented  for  the  first  time,  was  awarded  to  Miss  E.  Harrison  Cripps. 

The  Board  regret  to  record  the  resignation  of  Wing  Commander 
and  Mrs.  G.  G.  Braithwaite. 

Mr.  F.  D.  S laden,  who  has  served  upon  the  Board  of  Management 
since  1929,  and  as  a  member  of  the  House  Committee,  has  also  retired 
on  account  of  his  leaving  the  district.
